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CAPITAL ME LETTER. 



(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 

> Washington, May 7, 1000. 
v.There i» marked uneasiness; among the 
Brynnltos in congress, They profess con-' 
fjdonoe that they will have throe- fourths of 
the Kansas City convention, but thpy can- 
not hide their fear of the result of the plot- 
ting of the anti-Bryan democrats; which 
everybody knows to be going on. Anti- 
Bryan democrats drop into Washington 
and let fall mysterious hints about a great 
political 'surprise that is 'going, to be sprung 
on tbeir'pnrty ia their near future, and it 
is known that a conference is to be held by 
then in New York City insido of ton day Br 
but it is hardly, likely that they expect to 
be able to keep Mr. Bryan out of the nom- 
ination. What they, are really after is 
probably to. frighten the Bryan'tea into 
agreeing to a modification of the' Chicago 
platform, especially the 16 to 1 plank. 

Speculation is rife as to the caaso of the 
action of some senators in opposing the 
speedy -disposition of the resolution declar- 
ing Senator Clark, of Montana, not en- 
titled to the sent he now holds, nnd all 
sorts of stories ore being circulated, . some 
of them not complimentary to some sen- 
ators. Mr. Clark and.his friends would be 
very glad if the com should be allowed to 
go over to the next session, and it is said 
to be the hope that it may be which . has 
prevented Mr. Clark : tendering his reeigna- 
tion. Ho would be willing to do almost 
anything to keep from giving the governor 
of Montana a chance to fill the seat with a 
temporary appointment. 

The time within which ratifications of 
the Nicaragua canal treaty may bo ex- 
changed has been extended seven months 
froii August 5, - next. This action was 
taken because of the certainty that the 
semite would not act upon the treaty at this 
session., . 

As a leader who does not lead, Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas, is a shining* success. 
Less, than a week after ho had publicly de- 
clared that the democrats would keep con- 
gress in session all, summer, before they 
would allow the propositions' favorably en- 
dorsed by the military committee— to make 
the senior, major general,- commanding the 
army hold tho rank and draw the pay of 
lieutenant general; to givo the adjutant 
general of the army the rank of major gen- 
eral, to increase the artillery branch of. tho 
regular army and to odd 100 cadets to - the 
number now appointed to West Point— to 
go through the senate, tho bill was passed. 
Probably. because be saw that bis bluff had 
f idled, Semitar Jones ahsonted himself 
when he know the army reorganization bill, 
which contained all of the above proposi- 
tions, and more, looking toward the bet- 
terment of our army, was to come up, and 
tho bill was passed, without a division. 
The democrats mustered eight votes against 
the lieutenant gencralcy clause of tho bill 
and thirteen against the ' West' Point in- 
crease, which convinced them of the use- 
lessncss of further opposition. 

Tho senate naval committee has decided 
in favor of an amendment to the naval ap- 
propriation bill, authorizing the purchase 
of.five submarine torpedo boats of tbe Hol- 
land type, and the sentiment in both sen- 
ate and house indicates that the amend- 
ment will go through. 

Representative Brosius, chairman of the 
bouse committee on banking and currency, 
made an interesting statement, based upon 
official figures furnished by the treasury 
department, on the working of the financial 
law enacted by the present congfeeB. It 
shows that the total amount of ,bonds re- 
funded, under the law, up to May 1, was 
$260,020,750. upon which tho saving in 
interest was 132,699,225, and the premiums 
paid $26,034,771, leaving the not saving to 
the government, by refunding $0,664,464. 
The net saving repra-mta the difference 
between tbe amount (f interest the govern- 
ment will pay upon tho bonds refunded to 
the date of their respective maturities, and 
the amount -of interest the government 
would hnvo beon obliged to pay had the 
bonds not been refunded.. The report shows 
that the total number of ' applications for 
charters for national hanks, under.tho new 
law, which have beon approved, ia 244, 
with a capital of $8,380,000. Tho total 
number of applications on file for authority 
to organizo national banks, is 508, the 
total applications for tho conversion of old 
banks into national bonks, is 382, making 
a total of all kinds of new bank- orgunizn- 
tions of 890., Mr, Brosius estimates, based 
upon their expressed intentions, $121,788,- 
858, as'.the amount of currencv the national 
banks may issue in the near future. ' 

Senator Allison very soldom makes a 
aUitement about tho business of the senate; 
but when ho does it carries weight. When 
aeked what he thought of tho claim of 
Senator Morgan that the eonato would take 
up and pass tho Nicaragua canal bill, 
which was passed by the house last week, 
Mr. Allison said: "Senator Morgan is very 
much in earnest in this mattor, but I fear 
he ie letting bis enthusiasm run awny with 
his judgment, Ho ioan able man and a 
fine Be.nn.torv but ho is not running the D. 
S. sonnte at present. ■ The Bonate 'is now 
in control of tho republican party, nnd we 
do not propose to allow. our lhroil purposes 
to bo oither nhuntod off on a tangent,--, or 
arrested in development. Wo want to ad- 
journ in six weeks or. less . timo, and wo 
cannot perm it newleglslntion to be brought 
forward and thus probably. prolong the sos- 
sion boyond tho time we have determined 
upon bringing it to a close;' ■

"A Principle InyoWed." 

'.' Such was the answer of a union, brick- 
layer of Chicago out of' a job to a question 
put by a bystander. The "principle, in- 
volved' 1 wiia not explained by. the union 
man and tbe conversation drifted into gen- 
eralities of no especial interest here. 

There is no question about the fact that 
tho general public are in sympathy with 
the labor unions, but it is a question 
whether the general public are in sympathy 
with their present methods of obtaining 
these demands or tho demands in question. 
The contractors' hare made public -their 
consent to $4.00 per day of oigbt hoars, but 
not to a limited amount of work per man 
per day as. required by the union trades 
council; nor will they consent to union 
rules in the purchase of materials. 

The walking delegate, or business agent 
is also objectionable, as it seems, an insur- 
mountable one as the contractors will not 
tolerate them. Instances have been shown 
during the pending struggle where vera- 
ttouB loss of time occurred and interference 
of work by these business agents, as well 
as pecuniary loss by their arbitrary, and 
apparently senseless conduct. It appears 
thnt the contractors are determined on this 
point, Would a "business agent" on 
board ship at sea, performing in like man- 
ner, be tolerated for one moment? How 
quickly be would be in irons as a muti on- 
cer and his career suddenly closed. 

It is not so many years ago when a long 
and bitter strife occurred over the ton hoax 
demand for a day's work, but if I romem- 
ber right it took on more o£ an open poli- 
tical character before it finally become a 
law. .It is somewhat doubtful whether the 
general public are prepared to adopt an 
eight hour day nt this time. Many Btuall 
cities are consenting to nine hour day at 
ten hour'B pay. 

When one remembers the long days of a 
few years ago, the series ot store pay and 
exacting -work in tbe factories of the east, 
we are ready to exclaim,' surely the cause 
of labor has made vast strides in its behalf 
in recent years, but it may not be attributed 
to the action of unions wbio11y t .for as society 
becomes enlightened its wants or demands 
are consented to as mattor of right and not 
by force. When we contemplate upon the 
condition of labor in other countries and 
former times in this country we almost 
wonder what has mude this favorable dif- 
ference. And what else than onr superior 
civilization by reason o£ our schools and 
colleges and excellent laws? 

Prom tbe nature of capital as against 
labor it must be, to use a familiar expres- 
sion, the "boss." The borrower is subject 
to the lender. The laborer will bo required 
to render an equivalent for his pay, and 
tin less society greatly changes must con 
tinuo indifiditely. Sometimes a bad pel 
itical policy in adopted as it was so mo 
years ago when soup booses were in de- 
mand. Coxey's army marching from the 
far west to Wellington for — the Lord 
knows what— and ', distress generally 
Unions and labor forces generally could'nt 
force capital out of its strong boxes. Was 
It not rather begging for something to do 
regardless of time or price ? 

The strike in Chicago is beginning to 
pinch the poor, man and his family. The 
funds of the unions, to which he bus con. 
tribnted, axe exhausted as .well as the sav- 
ings and credit of its members;'. They 
atono are not the only victims of thin ill 
advised affair but it extends Into all kinds 
of business, and at last some o£ the lees 
discreet, if not vicious, members aro up 
against the law with a fair prospect t that 
the loaders will bo called upon to explain 
the "principles involved."

DEATH RECORD OF THE WAR. 



Casnnlties of American TroopB nt San- 
tiago nnd Manila. 

In* comparison "wHh"t"he* "casualties siff- 
fered by the British troops In South Af- 
rica, those sustained by the American 
forces in the Philippines seem vcVy. small. 
A statement Just compiled by the Wnr 
Departmeatr shows that from July 1, 
1S98, when American troops reached Ma- 
nila, until April 27. 1H00. these deaths 
have occurred; Killed nnd died of wounds, 
43 officers, b52 men; died of disease, 20 
officers, 1,035 men; total, 09 ofllccrs, 2,187 
men; grand total, 2,250. Several thousand 
men have been wounded, hut only n am nil 
percentage have died of wounds, and 
roost of them-hnvc returned fo : duly. 

The War Department baa jtiBt iBBued 
a complete table of tho casualties in the 
Fifth army, corps In the operations 
against Santiago from June 22' until July 
17, 1808. The losses are given: Killed, 
21 oillcem, 222 enlisted men; wounded, 
101 officers, 1,344 enlisted men; total, 1,- 
088 ofllcers ami enlisted men. 

The total . strength of the forces oper- 
ating against Santiago is given ns 8ti0 
officers and 17,340, men.' The Seventeenth 
regular Infantry lost the grcntcst num- 
ber of. men, its killed and wounded num- 
bering 132, The Sixteenth regular in- 
fantry lost 120'racu, and Gov. Roosevelt's 
regiment and the Sixth. regular- Infantry 
each lost 127 men.

Further improvement is generally re- 
ported in the condition of winter wheat,, 
although, in ' / Mlchignn . and Wisconabi 
farmers are continuing to plow up wheat 
fields for other crops.

Further details of the fighting nt Cntu- 
bug, Island of Samar, in which twenty 
Americana were killed mid two wounded, 
hnye been received. .The American gar- 
rison' of Cnltibig, Islaud of Sniunr, eou- 
Bistlng_or thirty men belonging to the 
Forty- third regiment, was attacked by 
rebels. Twenty of the Americans were 
killed. The remainder w<re rescued. 

The Americans were quartered in the 
Catubig Church,, which the enemy, num- 
bering several hundred men, surrounded 
and fiercely attacked. The Americans 
fought for two days and then the rebels 
managed to Ignite the roof of the church 
and It burned away and finally Tell upon 
those iuside the edifice. The walls re- 
mained intact, however, aud were used as 
a shelter hy the besieged Americans for 
three days longer, the enemy attacking 
the building on nil sides at once. 'The 
Americans continued firing from'the win:, 
ilows nnd doors of the church, and did 
great execution among the Filipinos.-. It 
Is estimated that over liOO of the tatter 
were killed, many dend bodies being re- 
moved from tbe scene or tho fighting. 

After five duys' resistance by, the Amer- 
icans a lieutenant and eight meu arrived 
from Ijiionn nnd engaged tlie besiegers, 
who thereupon retired. The fortunate ar- 
rival of these re-en forcemcntB prevented 
the annihilation of the American force ln- 
l reached in the church, who had repeated- 
ly declined to surrender when ordered to 
do so by the Filipinos. The ten surviv 
era were without food, had little nitimuni- 
tion and were physically exhausted when 
relieved.

Two hundred and fifty llvei were lost 
In an /explosion, In mines No. l,nnd.Ko:- 
4 of the; Pleasant Yaliey Coal Company 
at .Wlnterquartera camp, two, miles north 
of ScuC eld, Utah; Every man 'in' the two 
shafts .waB 'killed! not one ' escaping ' fo 
give details of. the disaster. : - 
. At inldalght" 137. bodies 1 had been. re- 
covered and -rescue parties, -made tip of 
friends and relatives of the' victims, were 
working' In! the leads in the ..vain hope 
tbnt some might have lived through the 
accident 1 , Help was sent: from Colton, 
sixteen miles away, on-tbe.Ilio Grande 
Western Rniiway, and all possible was 
done to bring out the dead from the 
wrecked 'mines. , ; 

Tjhe accidental igniting of blasting pow- 
der, of which n number of kegs were 
stored in mine No. 4, Is believed to have 
been the .cn use of the disaster. This 
mine waa the first to suffer and the ex- 
plosion lu shaft No.' 1 followed almost 
immediately. The supposition is that 
the flames were communicated to .the 
second mine by a gallery which counects 
tbe two workings. 

All the dead token out of No. 4 were 
burned nnd charred, showing that the 
fire must have swept like a wave through 
the entire shaft. In the'other mine the 
bodies were not so seriously disfigured, 
dcaUi having come from suffocation, - 

Many who were In the vicinity of the 
mouths of the shafts were injured hy the 
blast which Issued from the openings. 
The buildings at the mouths were dam- 
aged seriously, nud tlie whole country 
around trembled from the force of the 
explosion. 

Tbe dUnster occurred -while the 250 
men of the day shift were busy in the 
various galleries and not one who was 
insido had warning of the peril. Those 
outside saw flame and smoke burst from 
the openings, followed by a dull rumble, 
the tearing of timbers and crashing of 
foiling masses of earth and rock and 
then all was Bilent. 

Immediately, from every direction, 
came men, women und children to whom 
the ominous sound could have only one 
meaning. It was some time before aught 
could bo done nnd the wives, mothers 
and .children of those entombed in the 
awful death trap crowded to the en- 
trance wailing and crying for their loved 
ones. 

News of the 'explosion 'Bpread with 
lightning speed through Scoficld, which is 
chiefly mnde up of families of employes 
of the. conl company, Dispatches were 
sent to Colton, from which place a train 
with doctors and hospital supplies was 
hurried to the scene. A a soon as possi- 
ble the rescue work was begun, but the 
task -was not rescue, only the bringing out 
of tlie dead that was before the terror- 
stricken workers. Despite peril from 
broken timbers and loosened masses of 
rock, the miners und trainmen entered 
the blackened shafts nnd dragged to the 
ligbt the mutilated corpses of their 
friends and neighbors. 

Officials of the company nre unable to 
explain the cause of tlie explosion. The 
mines were comparatively free of coal 
gna and it Is said that nn ordinary flame 
could not have caused the disaster. The 
Btory~thnt an explosion of powder was 
responsible for the Igniting of the gas 
nnd the awful havoc thnt followed seems 
borne out by the statements of nil famil- 
iar with the interior of the workings.

The bureau of statistics of the Treas- 
ary Department has compiled n statement' 
of the fratfic through the Snult Ste Ma- 
rie canal between Likes Superior nnd 
Michigan last year.

1800 was 25,255,810 
tous, against but 7,51(1,022 tons in 1880, 
showing that the freight hna increased 
much more rapidly than the number of 
vessels, thus Indicating in some degree 
the rapid increase In the size and capac- 
ity, of the freight carrying vessels of the 
great lakes. The development of grain 
production of the extreme Northwest dur- 
ing tbe decade Ib indicated by the fact 
that the wheat carried through the canal 
In 1800 was 58,307,335 bushels, and. in 
1SS0 10,231,854 bushels, while "grain 
other than wheat" in 1800 was 8U.00O, 
035 bushels, and in 1880 but 2,133,245 
bushels.

The weather during- past week bus been 
favorable for farm -work, and a frreafc deal 
of it, haa been accomplished. Recently 
' 'plowed ground, especially in the central 
district, ib cloddy, and requires much 
•working to.put it in suitable condition for 
-pluDtinfF. ' That which was plowed oarJier 
ia in better condition. The weather for 
".the greater part of the weak hna been fair 
and. the soil generally too dry ia pro- 
mote rapid growth oE vegetation. In 
, some places the effects of the . dry weather 
•'.' bad become serious towards the end of the 
■ week. Good rains at the end of the week 
are reported from tho greater- portion of 
the state, and consequently a much more 
favorable condition for growing exists at 
its end than during its progress. Cool 
weather during the week a)eo retarded 
growth. Frosts, in some places quite 
heavy, were general throughout the north- 
em district from the 2nd to tho 5th, Light 
frosts occurred at many places in the cen- 
tral and at a few places in tho southern 
district. Though a few reporters express 
fears as to tho result of these frosts, it is 
generally believed that no material' in- 
jury resulted from them. The condition of 
wheat and oats continues good, though 
some Blight injury is believed to have re- 
suited from dry weather. In some parts 
of the southern district wheat is beginning 
to head. GraBseB are doing fairly well 
though the growth during the week has 
generally been slow. Corn planting is pro- 
gressing throughout the state, though dry 
weather has held it back in parts of the 
southern district. Much com baa come up 
in the central and southern districts. Gar- 
dens and potatoes ore generally growing 
nicely. Early potatoes are being cultivat- 
ed in the southern district. Garden truck 
is nearly ready for use in parts of the 
south. The fruit prospects appear not to 
have suffered by the frost or dry weather 
oE the week, and they continue excellent. 
Strawberries are reported to be ripening in 
porta of the south.

constituency of nearly 8,000,000 and nn 
organization cinbcricfiig nearly. 18,000 
ministers and H,l)00 local preachers. The 
delegates at the conference naturally In- 
clude the most able aud experienced of 
cburch workers, nnd / Uiey Cflme from 
Widely remote regions— from all parts of 
this country and Canada, from Germany, 
from Europe and even from tbeorient.- 

Thc work which .this body must per- 
form Is arduous, and Includes, besides 
the consideration of questions ; affecting 
the general policy of the church, the ejec- 
tion nf bishops and the administration of 
tlie. immense business Involved In the con- 
duet' of .church finances and the various 
enterprises In which the church. Is cngag-' 
ed. This year, moreover, several ques- 
tions of vital Importance nndrUnusunl in- 
terest will come up for settlement. Some' 
«f these contemplate measures which 
would mark an Innovation upon the ac- 
cepted policy of tlie church, A new con- 
stitution will he considered; the question 
of "lay equality'* bus been brought for- 
ward; much lime and attention probably 
will be given. to tlie subject .of Uie-time 
limit how plnced upon tlie postornl term. 
Aud among other things the conference 
Is expected to witness a warm debate 
between the conservative and the liberal 
elements upon the question of amuse- 
ments and the ad visa bfli ty of abolishing 
certain restrictions regarding card play- 
ing, dancing and Other similar pastimes. 
. Beth on account of the character of the 
work to he performed and the eminence 
of the, representatives assembled, the ses- 
sions of the conference will be of wide 
general Interest by no means confined to 
the "church,-* constituency.- The business 
fo be' done Is as formidably complicated 
In variety mid detail ns that transacted 
lu an ordinary session of Congress. 
HUliop Merrill PrceMcB. 
Bishop Thomas Bowman catted the con- 
ference lo order in the great Auditorium 
mid presided over the half-hour religious 
service. Then he laid down the gavel nnd 
Bishop Merrill, Hie senior effective bishop, 
took. his place nnd announced the opening 
of llm business, session. . Duvid S, Mon- 
roe, iv ho has beeii^sccrct'ary of four con- 
ferences, then called the roll of districts 
mid delegates In alphabetical order. 

The* provlsional'delegates were admit- 
ted without a. contest, There were 107 
provisional delegates elected to fill up 
the disparity In their proportional repre- 
sentation. Only •eighty-five, however, re- 
sponded to tb 6 roll call following their 
admission. Tlie limited lay representa- 
tion gave the pews 210. votes. Four min- 
isterial delegates Mere absent. As tlie 
roll was made up on the opening day 
there are 305 prenchers and 230 laymen 
on the regular list. 

Without a dissenting vote the confer- 
ence at its first session ratified the nctlon 
of the annual conference in extending 
equal rcprcscntntlon to tic laity. The 
pulpit and the pew shore 'equally In the 
highest governmental body of tho Meth- 
odist Church. Tlie ministers were moro 
cnthnsldxtlc over the loss of their nil-' 
thority than the laymen over their addi- 
tional powers. The .victory, was celebrat- 
ed .by singing the doxolo'gy. The "Old 
Hundred" Is the hnltlo hymn of Uio Meth- 
odists. It announces the conversion of 
tlie penitent at UiL\roi' I vhl. It is the pen n 
of rejoicing when d church debt has been 
raised. It Is the safety 'valve ofpent-yti 
enthusiasm. It rung through the vaulted 
chamber of tlie Chicago Auditorium Inn 
roarthnt drowned the roll of the organ. 
.The step taken makes the" Methodist 
Church n .dombcralic body; the rule' of 
Uio' preacher passes with tho century. 
Tjie episcopacy In the church' long since 
hssbecu restricted to n superintendence 
without any authority beyond the ujacing 
of ministers- and suggestions to the gen- 
eral and annual conferences. 

'The' bishop's address was rend to the 
conference Thursday. It deals \yllh the 
state of the church .nnd 'the progress of 
the post four years. The committees 
wore announced and orgnnlzed. All- the 
proposed revisions of the" book of disci- 
pline, especially those relating to amuse- 
ments and dress and creation of bishops 
with limited powers, were Initiated Thurs- 
day by' resolutions that- were referred to 
committees. -
